berg (President of the Spiritualist Society, “Lairmonia,’’), 
Mr. P. Goedhart (Editor of the Dutch Spiritualist paper), 
and a number of friends. ‘The necessary machinery for a. 
successful Congress was set. up, and already the Spiritualists 
of Holland are entering heart and soul into the preparations ; 
por the Congress. 


On Monday, June 10th, Mr. Омер pave a lantern lees 
ture in the Pulchri Lecture Rooms, which will probably be 
the venue of the Congress, when a large and attentive sudi- ° 
ence assembled to listen to an address on ‘Spirit, Photo- 
graphy,” illustrated by lantern slides.

I.—AESCULAPIUS (ASKLEPIOS), GOD OF MEDICINE 
, AND HEALING MEDIUM. 


HisronicAL research is steadily clearing away the mists 


“of -the past and revealing as definite personalities many: 


‘beings who have been regarded, hitherto, as mythical. 
-Among these are the Greek Gods, Apollo, Zeus, Cronos, and 
Aesculapius. One striking fact which becomes evident to 
the student of Psychic Research is that all these ancient 
'Gods of Greece who have come down to us across the cen- 


turies were deified by the people because of their outstand- | 


ing mediumship. | 
- .Mediumship among the ancients is divided into three 
activities: prophecy, miracle-working, healing. Aescu- 
lapius is known for his practise of all these, but his tradi- 
jonal:fame is the result of his great powers as a healer. 
For this practice he has been the titular deity of physicians 
forthe twenty-five centuries since Hippocrates, and, prior 
to that, his followers, known as Aesclepiadae, worshipped 
hin fora thousand years. In the Homeric poems he is 
ae; Good Physician going’ about doing good; healing the 
giving sight tò the blind, raising the dead (materilisa- 


Mr. Oatea showed- 
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origin in Thessaly, although Strabo speaks of a greatisliin: 
at Tukka as being his birthplace, but with the passing à 
the centuries there grew a widespread cult known all 
the Greck world. In its earliest form it was pure medi 
ship, giving advice or instruction not in health alone р 
in affairs of business and of State.

In some cases hea 
was accomplished by treatment in the daytime ; other cast 
required that the patients sleep in the temple all night, andl 
the patient was put to sleep, mainly by hypnosis, althougli 
occasionally by narcotics. Then in the dim of the night 
each healer would attend his own patient and lay hands 
him. "е cures were miracles pure and simple, andi bg 
tween them and those of the New Testament there is@ 
striking parallel." “Hypnosis was widely known and pia 
tised not only in the temples of Greece a thousand yea 
before the Christian era, but equally in the temples of Ts 
in Egypt, and the accompanying ritual was identic : 
each country. Carl du Prel made a close study ofthis 
hypnotic sleep, and identifies it with the sleep of to-
